Howsver, until 
recently, some of the erployees have been told that thety 
belongings would be picked up, packed and shipped by the — 
Government warehousée They were also told that insurance 
could not be obtained as the Government warehouse could 
not be identified to the insurer. It appears that muen — 
os the belonginga of these employeer was Gamazed srior to 
arrival overseas, and it ia claimed that the damage was 
Gus to negligence on the part of the warehouse. This 
creates wu circimstancs outside of the general rule eited 
above, since tne Governnent has not permitted them to pro- 
seed on thetr own, and has prevented insurance. Prior to 
Auguat 2, 1946, there wes no general provision which per= 
mitted the Government to accept and settle Tort claimas, 1e@e 
claims arising vut of neslicence or migssondiuct of Governe 
ment employeese The Tort Claims act of that date, however, 
provides for administrative settlement of such claims against 
any agency up to $1,000, and for judietal settlement of 
Clains over that amount, in situahions where tha Government, 
Were it an individual, would be liable under local law. 
Obviousiy, an individual, if he had beer demaced by the act 
of # CIG amployee, could mate clatn against CIGd under the Act. 
in the specifie cases herein involved, security would prevent
